If the convincing argu- 
ments for and against nu- 
clear disarmament - leave 
you. slightly - bewildered, 
you’re probably not alone. 


The topic of disarma- 
ment has received wide- 
spread: publicity in recent 
weeks. The idea is being 
seriously considered by 
many governments, includ- 
ing the United States. 


What are some of the implica- 
tions of nuclear disarmament? 
El Don put this question to 
several SAC instructors this 
week. Here are their answers: 
“I don’t see how we can con- 


arma 


tinue in the arms race and win in 


the end,” said, David Hartman, 
chattiien of the social science de- 


partment. “On the basis of our 
current strategy, I think we're 


doomed, It’s not reasonable to 
believe that we can build more 
and more of a nuclear force 
without this coming to some sort 
of conclusion.” The ultimate con- 
clusion of nuclear war cannot be 
discounted, he .said. 


The alternatives to wales 


war, as Hartman sees it, is that ‘ 


the United States must show 
some courage and try to work 
toward a point where we can 


compete in the world on our 
merits of our system without the 
force factor. He believes disarm- 
ament is “extremely remote” to- 
day, especially with the Commun- 
ist occupation of. Cuba. 


From an economic standpoint; 
disarmament would have an im- 


mediate - unfavorable effect on 


the American economy, opined 
Dr. Virginia Belt. of the econ- 
omics division. 


~The problem,” she says, “is 
how are you going to absorb all 
the people who have become un- 
employed in the missile industry? 


“This reminds me of the man 
who goes to church on Sunday to 
pray for disarmament, but keeps 
his fingers crossed hoping that 
the missile ‘company he works for 
won't be shut down. 


“You can’t. take those unem- 
ployed peopld and put them ‘to 
work building cars and refrigera- 
tors. You have to find sonie kind 
of work for them.” What kind of 
work is the question, though.

Continuing, Dr. Belt declared 
that disarmament would probab- 
ly work to the advantage of other 


countries in. the world; “With 


their lower living standards, they 
could take the money spent. on 
defense and channel it into food- 
stuffs instead of missiles.” 


Disarmament would also prob- 
ably end the race to the moon, 
she added. 


“Personally, I feel we'll just 
have to.learn a healthy respect 
for nuclear weapons. I’m doubt- 
ful about ever seeing total dis- 
armament,” she concluded. 

John Schmitz, philosophy in- 
structor, took this stand on dis- 
armament: 


“As long as the jCommunists 
are sworn to our destruction, any 


disarmament on our part is just 


a nice way of saying we're sur- 
rendering. There are people who 
believe that dying is the worst 
thing that can happen to you. I 


- asked: him, ‘ 


don’t agree with that. I would 
rather die than live as a slave. 

“A Cuban refugee was trying 
to. raise money to go back and in- 
vade Cuban In when someone 
at if the United 
States withholds or keeps you 
from raising arms?’ He. replied, 
‘then we go back anyway and 
die.’ 

“T would say I find this spirit 
is. more to be emulated than the 
‘better red than dead’ spirit,” 
Schmitz added. : 

History instructor Dr. George 
Etue told El Don he has ponder- 
ed both sides of the disarmament 
problem. His brief statement per- 
haps best explains the uncertain 
attitude of many persons toward 
disarmament: 

“Understanding of this gub: 
ject is not easily accessible to the 
layman .. . it’s a very compli- 
cated subject...” 

Complicated? 


Indeed it’is.

From the evidence at hand it 
can be concluded that young 
women are no longer interested 
in such marriage preparation 
courses as cooking or sewing.

wick, there is no demand for the 


courses. 

“This is unfortunate, as home 
economics majors can always 
find jobs either in teaching or 
industry,” Dean Trawick stated. 
“Many lucrative jobs are not 
staffed today due to a lack of 
qualified personnel,” he added. 

There are only two courses 
listed under home economics in 
the SAC catalog. One, a two- 


unit: nutrition course, was, not 
scheduled for spring semester 
due to @ lack of interest in the 
course. The instructor was Henri 
Lirette, science division chair- 
man. Under the title home eco- 
nomics 18A-13B, a _ three-unit 
Child Development and nursery 
school techniques course is the 
only one offered now. 


Santa Ana coeds are not alone 
in their-rejection of home eco- 
nomics as a desired field of 
study. They reflect a national 
trend away from the subject.. 

After recently building a new 
home economics building on the 
Orange Coast College campus 
OCC- has discovered that inter- 
est in the homemaking area _is 
dwindling. At a meeting of the 
homemaking advisory committee, 
home 
heads asked, “What can we 
change titles of home economics 
courses to, so they won’t: sound 
like home economics?” 

However, maybe the trend is 
on a favorable up-swing. There 
are only two sophomore women 
enrolled at SAC as home econom- 
ics majors while eight freshmen 
women list their majors as home 
economics.

There were no banner headlines about the mature 


students at Clemson College, there was no praise. The 
students did what was expected of them, and that was 


that. 


If there was some way to replay the events that led 


to the death of two reporters on the Mississippi campus 


last September the outcome would have been different. 


If the students hadn’t been harrassed and led by those 


“mature adults,” in control, if they had been left alone, 
there would have been little trouble. 


South Carolina is no diffeernt than Mississippi, both 
maintain attitudes of arch-segregationists. The handling 


of the two integration problems is the point in question. 
When left alone, the students at Clemson aced maturely ; : 


when harrassed the students in Mississippi acted irres- 


ponsibly.

Working on the grounds, 
cleaning chemistry equip- 
ment, and even lifeguard- 
ing are some of the posi- 
tions that are offered to 
SAC students for campus 
work. 


17,000 working hours are 
appropriated by the Board 
of Education at a rate of 
$1.25 per nour for such campus 
work. “Student Help” is classi- 
fied either as academic or oper- 
ations work. 

The academic division with 
8,200 work hours considers jobs 
cleaning the art rooms to setting 
up experiments for the chemistry 
labs. Each divisions is assigned a 
specific number of hours. For 


example, the library with the © 


large appropriation has been 
assigned 2,200 hours, while. the 
social science department has 
only 48 hours. 


Operations, subdivided into 
grounds, custodial, and miscel- 
laneous, deals with maintenance 
of campus facilities. Picking up 
papers, cleaning track, baseball, 
and tennis court areas, sweeping 


walking, parking, and road areas. 


ahead attitude’”’ of his al- 
ways changing, always 
challenging business. 


Stoll, in an El Don inter- 
view today revealed the new role 
of the modern fireman. 


“To become a fireman,”’ stated 
Stoll, “you must have at least a 
high school education.” The re- 
quirements for education con- 
tinue with competitive civil ser- 
vice exams. An extensive physi- 
cal agility test is followed by a 
interview before a board of fire- 
men. 


After competing successfully 
Stoll finds himself a hoseman. 
His duties vary from keeping sta- 
tion and equipment in immacu- 
late condition to meeting with 
the public. 


He also makes weekly checks 
of business and manufacturing 
to set up fire fighting strategy 
in case that particular building 


were to be involved in a fire. 


“T like the job because I’m al- 
ways learning” continued Stoll, 
adding that his station provides 
a well stocked. reference library. 


In accordance with the new 
fireman image,, Stoll is now*at- 
tending a night Fire’ Science 
class with other county firerfien 
who would agree with Stolk when 
he said, “The more ~ you learn 
the faster you advance.” 


Spring semester courses’ in 
fire science offer prospective 


SAC firemen to learn a variety#; 


of firefighting techniques.
